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The PREFACE. 


= T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the 
brit compiling of Her bublick Liturgy, to keep the mean between 


© 


the two extreams, of too much ſtiffneſs in refuling, and of roo 


5 much eaſineſs in admitting any variation from it. For, as on the 
one (ide common experience ſheweth, that where a change hath been 
made of things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no ev ident neceſſity ſo requiring) 


ſundry inconveniencies have thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times 


more, and greater than the evils that were intended to be remedied by 
ſuch change: So on the other fide, the particular forms of Divine Wor- 
ſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being 
things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and fo acknow-_ 
ledged; iris but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important conſidera» 
tions, according to the various exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch 
changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in 
place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or 
expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes 
of bleſſed memory ſince the Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and 
weighty conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath yielded to make 


ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective times were 


thought convenient: Yer fo as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it 
(as well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and Order thereot ) 
have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm and 
unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts, and imperuous aſſaults 
made againſt ir, by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always 
diſcovered a pon regard to their own private fancies and intereſts, 
than to that |  _- 
Buy what undve means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of 
the Liturgy (though enjoined by the Laws of the Land, and choſe Laws 
never yet repealed ) came during the late unhappy confuſions, to be dif- 


uty they owe to the publick. < 


continued, is too well known to the world, and we are not willing here 


to remember. But when, upon His Majeſty's happy Reſtauration it 

ſeemed probable, that amongft other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo 
would return of courſe (the ſame having never been legally aboliſhed ) 
unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men who under 


the late uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to 
render the people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of 
Reputation and Intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would freely acknow - 


ledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly brougiit 
to 


©) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. 
In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book 
of Common Prayer, the old ObjeQions muſtered up, with the additionof 


| ſome new ones, more than formerly had been made, to make the num- 

ber ſwell, In fine, great importuniries were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, 
that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and 
Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eafe of 

tender Conſciences: Whereunto his Majeſty, out of his pious inclination. 


to give ſatisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably expected) to all His 


. ſubjects, of what perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend, 
In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like moderati- 
on, as we find to have been uſed in che like caſe in former times. And

85 And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this wei hty 
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therefore of the ſundry alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejected 
all ſuch as were either of dangerous canſequence ( as ſecretly ſtriking 
at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church 

England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe 
of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous'and vai n. But ſuch al - 
terations as were tendred to us (by what perſons, under what preten- 
ces, or to what purpoſe ſoever fo rendered) as ſeemed to us in any degree 


_ requiſite or expedient, we have willingly and of our own accord aſſent- 
ed unto: not enforced fo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, con- 


vincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations: For we 
are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the 
world) that the Book as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not 
contain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to found 
Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good Conſcience uſe 


and ſobmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhalt 


oppoſe the ſame; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable con- 
ſtruction, as in common Equity ought to be allowed to all Human | 


Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even to the 
very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 1 
Saur general aim therefore in this undertaking was not to gratify 

| this or that party in any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, 


which to our beſt underſtandings, we conceived might moſt tend to 
the Preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Church ; the procurin 
of Reverence, and exciting of Piety, and Devotion in the public 


| Worſhip of God; and the cutting off occaGon from them that ſeek | 


occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. And 
as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, whether by Al- 
teration, Addition, or otherwiſe it ſhall ſuffice to give this general 
account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, for 


the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part of Di- 


vine Service; which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks: 
or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes 
of ancient uſage in terms more ſuitable to the language of the pre- 


ſent times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words and 


2 that were either of doubtſul ſignification, or otherwiſe lia- ; 
ble to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect rendering of 
ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are cafes into the Liturgy 3 


which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other 
places, are now ordered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : 


and that it was thought convenient that ſome Prayers and Thankſ- 


givings fitted to ſpecial occaſions ſhould be added in their due places; 
particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an office for the Baptiſm 


of ſuch as are of Riper Years ; which, although not ſo neceffary 
when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Anz- 
baptiſm through the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in amongſt 
us, is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Bap- 

tizing of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the 
Faich. If any man, who ſhall defire a more particular account of 
the ſeveral Alcerations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the

0 | Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſ- 


ed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continuance of time, 
| ' hath not been corrupted : As, among other things, it may 
_ plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
Called Divine Service, The firſt original and ground whereof, if any 
man would ſearch our 


| ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for a great ad- 


 vancement of godlineſs. For they fo ordered the matter, that all 
the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over 


once eyery Year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and fpocully 


ſuch as were Miniſters in the congregation, ſhould (by often read- 
ing and meditation in Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs them- 
| ſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome Doctrine, 
and ro confute them that were adverſaries to the truth; and further, 


that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in the 
| Cn, might doi Soneer Þ ; . 
R igion. ; „ « | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of: the 
ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken and negle&ed, by plant- 


ing in uncertain Stories, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, 


_ Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorations and Synodals ; that com- 


monly when any Book of the Bible was begun after three or four 
Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread, And in this fort 
the Book of Iſaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis 


in Septuageſima; but they were only begun and never read through: 


After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And more- 


over, whereas St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the peo- 


ple in the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by hear- 


ing the ſame; 'The Service in this Church of England theſe many 
years hath been read in Latin to the people, which they underfta 
not; ſo that they have heard with their ears only, and their heart, 


ſpirit and mind have not been edified thereby, And furthermore, not- 


withſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into 
ſeven portions, whereof every one was called a No&wrn: Now of late 


time a few ot them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omit- 


ted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, 


and the manifold changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 


the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the

turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many

old Fathers, and-a great deal more profitable and commodious than 
that which of late was uſed. It is more profitable becauſe here are 
left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, 
ſome vain and ſuperſtitious ; and nothing is ordained to be read, 


but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
is agreeable to the ſame; and that in ſuch a Language and Order as 
is moſt eaſy and plain for the underſtanding both of the readers and 


hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and 


for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eaſy, 


And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying 


and ſinging in Churches within this Realm; ſome following 9 
Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of Tork, 
ſome of Lincoln; now from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall |

0 their beginning by the inſtitution of man, ſome at the firſt 
| were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yer ar length 
turned to vanity and ſuperſtition ; Some entered into the Church by 
undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was without knowledge; 
and for becauſe they were winked at in the beginning, they grew 
daily to more and more Abuſes, which not only for their unprofit- 
ableneſs, bur alſo becauſe they have much blinded the people, and ob- 
ſcured the Glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean re- 
jected: Other there be, which although they have been deviſed by 
man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them till, as well for a de- 
cent Order in the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed ) 
as becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in 
the Church (as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred. 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony in it ſelf 
conſidered, is but a ſmall thing; yet the wilful and contemptuous 
tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and Diſcipline, is 
no ſmall offence before God, Let all things be done among yon, ſaith 
Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due Order: The appointment of the which 
Order pertainerh not to private men; therefore no man ought to 
take in band, or preſume to appoint or alter wy ublick or com- 
mon Order in Chriſts Church, except he be law ully called and au- 
thorized thereunto. TD | | | 
And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, 
that ſome think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece 
of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old 
_ cuſtoms ; and again on the other fide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, that 
they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing 
can like them, but that is new: It was thought expedient, not 
ſo much to have reſpe& how to pleaſe, and ſatisfy either of theſe 
parties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet leſt 
any man ſhould be offended, whom good reaſon might ſatisfy, here 
be certain cauſes rendered, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies | 
be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill, 
Some are put away becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them 
| hath fo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burden of them was 
_ intolerable; whereof Saint Aaguſtine in his time complained that they 
were grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people 
was in worle caſe concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And 
be counſelled, that ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken away, as 
time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would Saint Azgu/itze 
| have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; 
whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? 
This our exceſſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many 
of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and darken, than de- 
clare and ſer forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides this, 8

| Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes Law was) but 


it is a Religion to ſerve God, nor in bondage of the figure or ſha- 
dow, but in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only with 
thoſe Ceremonies, which do ſerve to a decent Order and godly Diſ- 
cipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the 


remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fig- 


nification, whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, the moſt 
weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies was, Thar 


they were ſo far abuſed; partly by the 1 blindneſs of the 
a 


rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own lucre, than the Glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away, the thing remaining ſtill, _ 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be 
offended, for that ſome of the Old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: If 
they conſider that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep 
any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily per- 
ceive juſt cauſe to reform their judgments, And if they think much 


= that any of the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed a- 


new: Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the ald may be well uſed, there they cannot rea- 


ſonably reprove the old only for their age, without bewraying of 


their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reve- 
rence unto them for their Antiquity, if they will declare themſelves 
to be more ſtudious of Unity and Concord, than of Innovations and 
New-fangleneſs, which ( as much as may be with true ſerting forth 


A of Chriſts Religion) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch 


all have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended. 
For as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did bur- 


den mens conſciences without any Cauſe ; ſo the other that remain, 


are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt Cauſes 
may be altered, and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteem 
equal with Gods Law. And moreoyer, they be neither dark nor 


dumb Ceremonies bur are ſo- ſer forth, that every man may under- 
ſtand what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ferve. So that it 
is not like that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed as other have 


| been, And in theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor

But they faid, - Not on the fealt-day, leſt 
there be an uproar of the people. And being in Bethany, 
in the houſe of Simon the leper, as he fat at meat, there 
came a woman having an alabaſter-box of ointment of 
ſpikenard, very precious, and ſhe brake the box, and pour- 
c .d it on his head, And there were ſome that had indigna- 
| Hon within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of the 
ointment made? For it might have been ſold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have been given to the poor: 
And they murmured againſt her. And Jeſus faid, Let her 
alone, why trouble you her? ſhe hath wrought a good 
work on me. For ye have the poor with you always, and 
. whenſoever ye will, ye may do them good: but me ye 
have not always. She hath done what, ſhe could: ſhe is 
come aforehand to anoint my body to the burying. Verily 
I fay unto you, Whereſoever this Goſpel ſhall be preached 
"throughout the whole world, this alſo that ſhe hath done, 
ſhall be ſpoken of for a memorial of her, And Judas Iſca- 
riot, onę of the twelve, went unto the chief prieſts, to be- 
tray him unto them. And when they heard it, they were 
glad, and promiſed to give him money. And he ſought 
how he might conveniently betray him. And the firſt day 
of unleavened bread, when they killed the paſſover, his 
diſciples ſaid unto him, Where wilt thou that we go and 
prepare, that thou mayeſt eat the paſſover? And he ſend- 
eth forth two of his diſciples, and ſaith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there ſhall meet you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water: follow him. And whereſoever he ſhall 
go in, ſay ye to the good-man of the houſe, The maſter 
faith, Where is the gueſt- chamber, where I ſhall eat the 
1 paſſover with my diſciples? And he will ſhew you a large 
upper room furniſhed, and prepared, there make ready for 
us. And his diſciples went forth, and came into the city, 
and _ 5 he had faid unto chem: and — 
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the paſtover. And in the evening he cometh with hs 
twelve. And as they fat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Verily I 
fay unto you, one of you which eateth with me, ſhall be- 
tray me. And they began to be ſorrowful, and to ſay unto 
him one by one, Is it I? and another ſaid, Is it I? And 

he anſwered and faid unto them, It is one of the twelve 
that dippeth with me in the diſh. The Son of man indeed 
goeth, as it is written of him: but wo to that man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed : good were it for that 
man if he had never been born, And as they did eat, Je- 
ſus took bread, and bleſſed, and brake it, and gave to 
them, and faid, Take, eat: This is my body. And he 
took the cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave it 
to them: n And he ſaid unto them, 
b of the new teſtament, which is ſhed for 
many. Verily I fay unto you, I will drink no more of the 
fruit of the vine, until that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when they had ſung an hymn, they 
went out into the mount of Olives. And Jeſus faith unto 
them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this night: 
for it is written, I will ſmite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep 


ſhall be ſcattered. But after that I am riſen, I will go be- 


fore you into Galilee, But Peter faid unto him, Although | 
all ſhall be offended yet will not I. And Jeſus ſaith unto 
him, Verily I fay unto thee, that this day, even in this

_ thrice. But he ſpake the more vehemently, If I ſhould die 
with thee, I will not deny thee in any wiſe. Likewiſe alſo 
ſuid they all. And they came to a place which was named 
Gethſemane: and he faith to his diſciples, Sit ye here, 
while I ſhall pray. And he taketh with him, Peter, and 
James, and John, and began to be ſore amazed, and to be 
very heavy, and faith unto them, My ſoul is exceeding ſor- 
rowful unto death; tarry ye here, and watch. And he 
went forward a little, and fell on the ground, and 4 
that if it were poſſible, the hour might paſs from him.

he found them aſleep again (for their eyes were heavy ) 
neither wiſt they what to anſwer him. And he cometh the 
third time, and faith unto them, Sleep on now, and take 
your reſt: it is enough, the hour is come; behold, the Son 
of man is betrayed into the hands of ſinners. Riſe up, let 


us go; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hand. And imme- 
diately, while he yet ſpake, cometh Judas, one of the 


twelve, and with him a great multitude with ſwords and 
Raves from the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, and the elde rs. 


And he that betrayed him, had given them a token, ſay : 
ing, Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, that fame is he; take him, 


and lead him away ſafely. And as ſoon as he was come, he 
goeth ſtraightway to him, and faith, Maſter, maſter ; and 
kiſſed him. And they laid their hands on him, and took 


him. And one of them that ſtood by, drew a ſword, and 


ſmote a ſervant of the high prieſt, and cut off his ear. And 


Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, Are ye come out as 
againſt a thief, with ſwords and with ſtaves to take me? I 
was daily with you in the temple, teaching, and ye took 


me not: but the Scriptures muſt be fulfilled. And they all 
forſook him, and fled. And there followed him a certain 
young man, having a linen cloth caſt about his naked body ; 


and the young men laid hold on him. And he left the li- 
nen cloth, and fled from them naked. And they led Jeſus 


away to the high prieſt, and with him were aſſembled all 
the chief prieſts, and the elders, and the ſcribes ; and Pe- 
ter followed him afar off, even into the palace of the high 


_ prieſt: and he ſat with the ſervants; and warmed himſelf 


at the fire. And the chief prieſts, and all the council ſought 
for witneſs againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and found 
none. For many bare falſe witneſs againſt him, but their 


witneſs agreed not together. And there aroſe certain, and 
bare falſe witneſs againſt him, ſaying, We heard him ſay, 


I will deſtroy this temple that is made with hands, and 


within three days I will build another made without hands. 


Dar neither {0 A their witneſs agree toguther, Ad the 
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high prieſt ſtood up in the midſt, and aſked Jeſus, faying, 
Anſwereſt thou nothing? what is it which theſe witneſs 
againſt thee ? But he held his peace, and anſwered nothing. 
Again the high prieſt aſked him, and ſaid unto him, Art 
thou the Chriſt, the Son of the bleſſed ? And Jeſus faid, I 
am; and ye ſhall ſee the Son of man fitting on the right 
hand of power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then 
the high prieſt rent his clothes, and faith, What need we 
any further witneſſes? ye have heard the blaſphemy : what 
think ye? And they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. And ſome began to ſpit on him, and to cover his 
face, and to buffet him, and to ſay unto him, Propheſy ; 
and the ſervants did ſtrike him with the palms of their hands. 
And as Peter was beneath in the palace, there cometh one 
of tlie maids of the high prieſt ; and when ſhe: ſaw Peter 
warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, and ſaid, And thou + 
alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth. But he denied, ſaying, 
I know not, neither underſtand I what thou ſayeſt. And he 
went- out into the porch, and the cock crew. And a maid 
ſaw him again, and began to ſay to them that ſtood by, 
This is one of them. And he denied it again. And a little 
after, they that ſtood by, ſaid again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them; for thou art a Galilean, and thy ſpeech 
agreeth thereto.

7 Here a teſtament is, there muſt alſo of neceſſity be

whilſt the teftator liveth. Whereupon, neither the firſt teſta- 


ment was dedicated without blood: for when Moſes had 
ſpoken every precept to all the people, according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves, and of goats, with water 
and ſcarlet wooll, and hyſſop, and ſprinkled both the book 
and all the people, ſaying, This is the blood of the teſta- 
ment, which God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, he 


ſprinkled likewiſe with blood both the tabernacle, and all 


the veſſels of the miniſtry, And almoſt all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without ſhedding of blood 1s 
no remiſſion. It was therefore neceſſary that the patterns 


of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe ; but 
the heavenly things themſelves with better ſacrifices than 


theſe, For Chriſt is not entered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures of the true, but into hea- 
ven it ſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for us; 


nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt 5 
entereth into the holy place every year with blood of 


others: for then muſt he often have / ered fince the foun- 
dation of the world; but now once, in the end of the 
world, hath he appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
| after this the judgment: ſo Chriſt was once offered to bear

For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do 
ſhew the Lords death till he come. Wherefore, whoſoever

Lord. But let a man examine himſelf, and fo let him eat

And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto Herods ju- 


riſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, who himſelf was alſo at 


Jeruſalem at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was 
exceeding glad, for he was deſirous to ſee him of a long 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him, and he 
| hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him. Then he 
queſtioned with him in many words ; but he anſwered him . 
nothing. And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and vehe- 
mently accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war ſet 
him at nought, and mocked him, and arayed him in a gor- 
geous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate, And the ſame 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together ; for be- 
fore they were at enmity between themſelves. And Pilate 
when he had called together the chief prieſts, and the ru- 
lers, and the people, ſaid unto them, Ye have brought this 


man unto me, as one that perverteth the people; and be- 


hold, I having examined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe 
him: No, nor yet Herod: for I ſent you to him, and lo, 
nothing worthy of death is done unto him. I will there- 


fore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt 


releaſe one unto them at the feaſt, hea, they cried out all 
— | | + bl os. 
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at once, ſaying, Away with this man, and releaſe unto us 

Barabbas: (Who for a certain ſedition made in the city, 

and for murder, was caſt in priſon.) Pilate therefore will- 

ing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. But they oried, 
ſaying, Crucify him, crucify him. And he faid unto them 
the third time, Why, what evil hath he done ? I have 


found no cauſe of death in him: I will therefore chaſtiſe 


him, and let him go. And they were inſtant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be crucified: and the voices 
of them, and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate 
gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they required. And he 
releaſed unto them, him that for ſedition and murder was 
caſt into priſon, whom they had defired ; but he delivered 
Jeſus to their will, And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the coun- 
try, and on him they Jaid the croſs, that he might bear it 
after Jeſus. And 3. followed him a great company of 
people, and of women, who alſo bewailed, and lamented 
him. But Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Je- 


ruſalem, weep not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and 


for your children. For behold, the days are coming, in 
which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs 
that never bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then 
| ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us; and 
to the hills, cover us. For if they do theſe things in a 
green tree, what ſhall be done in the dry? And there were 
alſo two other malefactors led with him to be put to death. 
And when they were come to the place which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified him; and the malefactors, 
one on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then 
faid ** Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
Dey And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And 
re prop ſtood beholding ; and the rulers alſo with them 
derided him, ſaying, He faved others, let him fave him- 


ſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. And the ſoldiers 
alſo mocked him, coming to him, and offering him vine 
gar, and ſaying, If thou be the king of the Jews, fave thy 
ſelf. And a ſuperſcription alſo was written over him in let. 
ters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
** OF THE . And one of the male. 
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factors, which were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, If thou 
be Chriſt, fave thy ſelf and us. But the other anſwering, 
rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear God, ſeeing thou 

art in the ſame condemnation ? And we indeed juſtly ; for 
we receive the due reward of our deeds, but this man hath 
done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, re- 

member me when thou comeſt into thy kingdom. And Je- 
ſus ſaid unto him, Verily I fay unto thee, To day ſhalt 
thou be with me in ie. And it was about the ſixth 
hour. And there was a darkneſs over: all the earth, until 

the ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, and the vail 
of the temple was rent in the midſt, And when Jeſus had 
cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy hands 1 
_ commend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, he gave up the 
ghoſt. Now when the centurion ſaw what was done, he glo- 
_ rified God, faying, Certainly this was a righteous man. And 

all the people that came together to that ſight, beholding 
the things that were done, ſmote their breaſts, and returned. 
And all his acquaintance, and the women that followed him

laſs bim: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Ceſars friend: Whoſoever maketh 
himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate there - 
fore heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, and fat down 
in the judgment-ſeat, in a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in * Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the paſſover, and about the ſixth hour: and he ſaith unto 
the Jews, Behold your king. But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. Pilate faith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your king ? The chief prieſts anſwered, We 
have no king but Ceſar, Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led him 
away. And he bearing his croſs, went forth into a place 
 _ called the place of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebrew, 
| Golgotha: where they crucified him, and two other with, 
him, on either fide one, and Jeſus in the midſt, And Pi- 
late wrote a title, and put it on the croſs : And the writing 
was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jeſus was crucified was nigh 
to the city: and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſt of the Jews to Pilate, 


Write not, The king of the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am 


the king of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have writ⸗ 
ten I have written. Then the ſoldiers, when they had cru- 
cified Jeſus, took his garments, (and made four parts, to 
every ſoldier a part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was 
without ſeam, woven from the top throughout. They ſaid 
therefore among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt 
| lots for it, whole it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be 
_ fulfilled, which faith, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things 
therefore the ſoldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſs 
aof Jeſus, his mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefore 
faw. his mother and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he 
loved, he faith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. 
| Then faith he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And 
from that hour that diſciple took his we: his own home. 
After this, Jeſus knowing that all things were now accom- 


pliſhed,

pliſhed, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, faith, I thirft. 
Now there was ſet a veſſel full of vinegar : and they filled 
a ſpunge with vinegar, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it 
to his mouth. When Jeſus therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, becauſe it was the 
preparation, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the 
croſs on the ſabbath-day (for that ſabbath-day was an high 
day) beſought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. Then came the ſoldjers, 
and brake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which was 
crucified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and 
_ faw that he was dead already, they brake not his legs. But 
one of the ſoldiers with a "UA pierced his fide, and forth- 
with came there out blood and water. And he that ſaw it 
bare record, and his record is true: and he knoweth that 
he faith true, that ye might believe. For theſe things were 
done, that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him 
ſhall not be broken.

And 
if ye ſhall perceive your offences to be ſuch as are not only 
a againſt God, but alſo againſt your neighbours, then ye ſhall 
reconcile your ſelves unto them, being ready to make reſti- 
tution and ſatisfaction according to the uttermoſt of your 
powers, for all injuries and wrongs done by you to any 
other ; and being likewiſe ready to forgive others that have 
offended you, as ye would have forgiveneſs of your of- 
fences at God's hand: for otherwiſe the receiving of the 
holy Communion doth nothing elſe but increaſe your dam- 
nation, Therefore if any of you be a blaſphemer of God, 
an hinderer or ſlanderer of his Word, an „ ee or be in 
malice or envy, or in any other grievous crime ; repent you 
of your ſins, or elſe come not to that holy Table, leſt after 
the taking of that holy Sacrament, the devil enter into you, 
as he entered into Judas, and fill you full of all iniquities, 
and bring you to deſtruction both of body and ſoul. 
And becauſe it is requiſite, that no man ſhould come to 
the holy Communion, but with a full truſt in God's mer- 
cy, and with a = conſcience; therefore if there be any 
of you, who by this means cannot quiet his own conſcience 
herein, but requireth further comfort or counſel ; let him 
come to me, or to Tome other diſcreet and learned Mi- 
niſter of God's Word, and open his grief, that by the mi- 
niſtry of God's holy Word he may receive the benefit of 
abſolution, together with ghoſtly counſel! and advice, to 
the quieting of his conſcience, and avoiding of all ſcruple 
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J Or in caſe he ſhall ſee the People negligent to come to the 
Boly Communion, in ſtead of the former, he ſball uſe this 
Exhortation: 5 


Early beloved brethren, on ] intend, by God's 


grace, to celebrate the Lord's ſupper: unto which, 
in God's behalf, I bid you all that are here preſent, and 
beſeech you for the Lord jeſus Chriſt's ſake, that ye will 
not refuſe to come thereto, being ſo lovingly called and 
bidden by God himſelf. Ve know how grievous and un- 
kind a thing it is, when a man hath prepared a rich feaſt, 
decked his table with all kind of proviſion, ſo that there 
lacketh nothing but the gueſts to ſit down, and yet they 


who are called (without any cauſe ) moſt unthankfully re. 


fuſe to come. Which of you in ſuch a caſe, would not be 
moved ? Who would not think a great injury and wrong 
done unto him? Wherefore, moſt dearly beloved in Chriſt, 
take ye good heed, leſt ye withdrawing your ſelves from 
this holy Supper, provoke God's indignation againſt you, 
It is an eaſy matter for a man to ſay, I will not commu- 
nicate, becauſe I am otherwiſe hindered with worldly bu- 


ſineſs. But ſuch excuſes are not ſo eaſily accepted and al- 


| lowed before God. If any man ſay, I am a grievous ſin- 
ner, and therefore am afraid to come: wherefore then do 
ye not repent and amend ? When God calleth you, are ye 
not aſhamed to ſay you will not come? when ye ſhould re- 
turn to God, will ye excuſe your ſelves, and ſay ye are not 
ready? Conſider earneſtly with your ſelves, how little ſuch 
feigned excuſes will avail before God. They that refuſed 
the feaſt in the Goſpel, becauſe they had bought a farm, 
or would try their yokes of oxen, or becauſe they were 
married, were not ſo excuſed, but counted unworthy of the 
heavenly feaſt, I for my part ſhall be ready, and according 
to mine office, I bid you in the Name of God, I call you 
in Chriſt's behalf, I exhort you, as you love your own fal- 
vation, that ye will be partakers of this holy Communion. 

And as the Son of God did vouchſafe to yield up his ſoul. 
by death upon the Croſs for your ſalvation : ſo it is your 
duty to receive the Communion in remembrance of the ſa- 
crifice of his death, as he himſelf hath commanded : which 
if ye ſhall neglect to do, conſider with your ſelves how 
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great injury ye do unto God, and how ſore puniſhment 
hangeth over your heads for the ſame ; when ye wilfully 
abſtain from the Lord's Table, and ſeparate from your bre- 
thren, who come to feed on the banquet of that moſt he- 
venly food. Theſe things if ye earneſtly conſider, ye will 
by God's grace return to a better mind: for the obtain- 
ing whereof we ſhall not ceaſe to make our humble peti- 
tions unto Almighty God our heavenly Father, 


At the time of the celebration of the Communion, the

) Eing by God's Ordinance, according to Our juſt 7 ile, 
Defender of the Faith, and Supreme Governor of 
the Church, within theſe our Dominions, Ve hold it moſt 
agreeable to this our Kingly Office, and Our own religious 
Zeal, to conſerve and maintain the Church committed to our 
charge, in the unity of true Religion, and in the bond of 
Peace: and not to ſuffer unneceſſary Diſputations, Alterca- 
tions, or Queſtions to be raiſed, which may nouriſh Faction 
both in the Church and Common-wealth, We have therefore, 
upon mature deliberation, and with the advice of ſo many of 
Our Biſhops as might conveniently be called together, theaght 
fit to make this Declaration following : 
That the Articles of the Church of England ( which have 
been allowed and authorized heretofore, and which Our 
_ Clergy generally have ſubſcribed unto) do contain the true
